OLD BUSINESS 

Housing Bank Warrant Article 

The members reviewed the most recent draft of the housing bank proposal.  There was general 

discussion related to the presentation of same to the Board of the Selectmen on the 18
th

. 

The need for funding for the housing bank was discussed.  The members reviewed a home rule 

petition presented to the State Legislature on behalf of the Town of Nantucket, which would 

allow the town to collect a real-estate transfer tax of 2.75% on certain transactions, and discussed 

whether it could be adopted by the Town. The committee also reviewed the 64G “short-term 

rental tax”. 

Further, the requirement in the the need to provide ‘community housing’ in addition to the more 

regulated category of ‘affordable housing’. 

NEW BUSINESS 

There was discussion related to the sense of urgency of ‘staking a claim’ for the short-term rental 

tax revenues for the purposes of affordable housing programs.
